London, April 22.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New ork Journal. I—Venezuela has 
come to the front today with a rush, due to 
G. W. Smalley, formerly London corre- 
spondent of the New. York Tribune, occu- 
Pying 4 column in the Times with a pesst- 
mistic article on the boundary questio 
The article says: : *. 

It becomes necessary again to invite se- 
rious attention to the Vehezuelan question 
and to dispel pleasing illusions which bave 
had posséssion of the public mind, both in 
England and America. 

Since last February there has been in 
both countries a general belief that the Ven- 


ezuelan boundary dispute had passed out of | 


its dangerous stage; that some agreement 
on main principles had been reached by the 
Governments of Great Britain and the 
United States, and that, though many de- 
tails remained unsettled, negotiations were 
going on actively and prosperously. 

It Was understood, moreover, in England 
that the British blue book had made a good 
impression here (the United States), and the 
strength of the English caseas developed ia 
that book was one of those healing influences 
which made for peace and tended to insure 
that peaceful sentiment for Which the ppin- 
ion of both nations had declared in most un- 
mistakeable terms. ; 

“These are illusions which have now to 
be relinquished. Not one of these beliefs is 
well founded. It is necessary to say plainly 
that the Venezuela controversy is still one 
of danger; that no agreement on principles 
has been reached; that the effect of the blue 
book is far less favorable than was expect+ 
ed; that negotiations between the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and the United 
States are simply at a standstill, and that 
nobody seems to know when or in what form 
they will be renewed, or how the deadlock 
is to be removed. 

“Meanwhile, time is running on. The 
American Commission is steadily at work 
on its mandate still te determine the loca- 


‘tion of the true divisional line between Ven- 


ezuéla and British Guiana. Sooner or later 
it will draw that line, and if it may be, as 
it may be, adverse to Great Britain, the al- 
ternative stated in the President's message 
of Dec. 17 has then to be faced. That is 
why this delay is so dangerous.” 

Mr. Smalley then says that the presenta- 
tion of the report of the commission probab- 
ly will take place early in the autumn. He 
hints that unless a general treaty of arbitra- 
tion is concluded before Congress adjourns 
and ‘the Presidential election sets in, the 
outcome may be serious. Accordingly he 
warmly urges prompt action to avoid the 
revival of the recent agitation, which the 
business community will be powerless to 
control. 

Most of the evening papers comment upon 
these gloomy utterances. The Globe in an 
outspoken leaderette says: Mr. Smalley's 
dispatch shows a tardy conviction on his 
part that all the hopes which he and certain 
other correspondents had held regarding 
the weak-kneed compliance of this country 
‘with the views of the United States were per- 
fectly groundless. Lord Salisbury has had 
too great a regard for the dignity of his 
country to respond even in the remotest 
way to the preposterous demand of the 
United States that the Venezuelan dispute 
be referred to them for settlement. Instead 
of that he studiously and very properly 
ignored the existence of the famous commis- 
sion which has taken upon itself to pass 
ment upon our own affairs, with the re- 
stock of the World, and as the course of 
inquiry can have no concern for us, neither 
can its result. 

“Tf Americans are wise they will under- 
Stand from Lord Salisbury’s attitude a 
steady determination on the part of this 
country to allow no interference with what 
she rightly considers her own business. It 
is difficult to understand the persistence 
with which certain organs of public opinion 
ask for a tribunal of arbitration of all dis- 
putes between the two countries. Before 
such a thing is possible the people of the 
United States will have to make it perfectly 
clear in this countfy that they are prepared 
to stand by the decisions of that tribunal 
nonestly and fairly. 

“The Alabama and Bering Sea cases are 
not of such a nature as to encourage us to 
use arbitration as a remedy for disputes be- 
tween the two countries.“ 

The Pall Mall Gazette thinks “ the corre- 
spondent [Mr. Smalley] seems to be in a state 
of undue alarm.“ 

The Westminster Gazette devotes a whole 
leader to the subject under the title of 
“These Anxious Times.“ It says: Let 
us urge, Lord Salisbury to settle this Ven- 
ezuelan business out of hand, even at the 
cost of lowering his pride to some slight ex- 
tent.“ 

„We have all attempted to find ways out 
which will save the pride of both parties, 
and there will be no bricks hurled though 
Lord Salisbury finds it necessary to yield 
several points.“ 

The St. James’ Gazette also devotes a 
leader on the subject, entitled The Vene- 
zuelan Danger, of which it says: The 
truth is of course that we have been in a 
real crisis all the time, and that the subsi- 
dence of angry talk on both sides, while it 
rendered the danger less acute, has in no 
way averted it.“ 

The Gazette goes on. to scout. the idea of 
Great Britain recognizing the United States’ 
intervention in this matter. The article con- 
eludes: *‘Our position. has been clear and 
consistent throughout. We are willing, we 
are anxious to put an end to the Venezuelan 
dispute in the only way in which it can be 
ended, by negotiation with Venezuela. The 
danger had its origin in the wnauthorized 
demand from the outside to settle it for us. 
and the danger can, of course, be averted 
by a withdrawal of that demand. 

But what we have to understand is that 
the demand has not yet been withdrawn. 
The statement which Mr. Smalley has been 
instructed to publish shows that the United 
States Government still hopes we will help 
it out of its difficulty by giving way when it 
is at last convinced of its mistake. What 
will happen? 

Finally, the Times, in its usual ponderous 
style, comments optimistically on its own 
corréspondent’s effusion, declaring, “It is 
true, no doubt, that no arbitration, general 
or specific, is likely to be concluded in time 


for ratification by the Serate before the end.

was driving. The horses of his victoria 
slipped on the asphalt pavement, one falling 
on top of the other, and bringing the car- 
riage to an abrupt standstill, while the ani- 
mals rolled and kicked to the great danger 
of the President and his driver. 

Mr. Cleveland was on his way home to din- 
ner at Woodley, and was going out Eight- 
eenth street at a sharp trot, as it was nearly 
7 o’cloek, and he was a little late. Beckett, 
the White House driver, who is cautious 
when the President is in the carriage, had 
the team, a chestnut en the nigh. side and a 
bay on the off, well in hand. He pulled up 
slightly as he struck the grade over the hill,

It is a dangerous place on ac- 
count! of the curve, the number of tracks, 
and the grade. Luckily there were no cars 
in sight. The carriage had hardly cleared 
the tracks when the chestnut horse slipped 
and fell on its knees. The other horse 
reared and plunged while the fallen animal 
made every exertion to get on his feet. 

The shock threw the President forward. 
He recovered himself instantly and sat back 
in his seat. The rearing and plunging of the 
bay horse made it impossible for the chest- 
nut to get up and ended in the bay horse 
falling on its side on top of its mate. 

Both horses kicked and rolled about until 
three employés of the traction company, to- 
gether with a number of bystanders ran to 
the President’s assistance. They threw 
themselves upon the horses regardless of the 
fiying hoofs and by their weight and strength 
soon pinned the struggling animals so that 
they could not move. 

During this time the President remained 
calmly seated in the victoria, his eyes on the 
horses and his hands resting in his lap. He 


made no motion to jump, nor did he display, 


the slightest evidence of alarm, although the 
bystanders say that there was not a move 
of the horses that escaped his eye. 


Mr. Cleveland Steps Out. 


As soon as help had come Beckett was off 
the box, and at the horses’ heads. When 
they were subdued he went up to the Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Cleveland stepped out of the 
victoria as leisurely as if nothing had oc- 
curred. He walked to the sidewalk, and 
turning around watched Beckett and the 
railread employés in their efforts to get the 
horses up. 

Quite a crowd had gathered by this time, 
but it remained at a respectful distance, 
and Mr. Cleveland did not seem tò be aware 
of its presence. It was found necessary to 
cut both pole straps and traces, so snarled 
had the harness become. As soon as this 
was done the horses got up, apparently 
none the worse for their tumble, except some 
scratches on their forelegs. 

The President chatted with Beckett, and 
while he did not joke about the accident, 
he did not display.any agitation. He was in- 
formed it would be impossible to hitch up the 
team again to the victoria, and directed 
Beckett to take the horses and carriage 
back to the White House stables. 


Accepts a Lift “ to Woodley. 


Senator Stewart, who happened to be in

As the buckboard was driven up to the side- 
walk the President smiled and the crowd in- 
dulged in considerable laughter.

FREE SILVER MEN IN NEBRASKA. 


Ex-Congressman Bryan Declines an 
Indorsement for President. 

Lincoln, Neb., April 22.—(Special.}—Ex- 
Congressman Bryan refused to permit the 
passage of a resolution by the Nebraska 
free silver convention today indorsing him 
for first place on the Presidential ticket to 
be named by Democrats at the Chicago 
convention. Mr. Bryan said he should go 
to Chicago as a fighter rather than as a 
candidate, and the battle for admission to 
the convention once won there would be 
time enough to talk about Presidential pos- 
sibilities. 2

READY TO KILL FOR CHANCE TO WORK. 


Reserve Police Are Called to Quell 
a Mob on the Cleveland 
Docks, 


Cleveland, O., April 22.—The first vessel 
of the lumber fleet came in today. On the 
docks were two gangs of union and non- 
union lumber shovers: In every police sta- 
tion men were held in reserve. 

A vessel was to be unloaded at the dock, 
and 225 union men were on hand to do the 


1 work. They claimed the Captain had given 


them the job. While.they were getting 
ready for the work a large crowd of non- 
union laborers put in an appearance, and 
their leaders, John Powitski and August 
Swego, Clainied the work belonged to them. 
A wrangle immediately followed, and in a 
few. minutes the men were throwing bricks 
and in various ways endeavoring to anni- 


hilate each other. 

Swego, the non-union leader, pulled a re- 
volver, but before he had time to use it one of 
the other gang stabbed him in the neck. As 
he fell he was grabbed by the police and 
hustied toward the patrol wagon. There 
were but three officers on the ground at the 
time, one of whom received a serious wound 
in the head. Henry Bedliham of No. 357 
Central avenue, a non-union man, was 
kicked. insensfbie and is terribly injured. 
About this time Capt. Madigan, with forty 
officers, arrived ah the scene. The leaders ot 
the riot were hustled into patrol wagons. 
The police managed to stop the'fight tem- 
porarily. 

About twenty men were cut and bruised, 
seven being counted lying insensible on the 
ground just as the fight terminated with the 
arrival of. the police. Bwesa's wound is the 
most serious, but it is not dangerous. Ap- 
parently all the non-union men were armed. 
‘Another effort will be made to unload the 
vessel tomorrow morning. 

Buffalo, N. T., April 22.—A general strike 
of all building trades has been ordered in 
this city, to take effect May 1. The intent of 
this action is to force an eight-hour day. It 
is said President Gompers was here re- 
vently, and this action of the central labor 
bedy of Buffalo is an outcome of his visit. 
Though only the building trades are now 
known to be involved, it is thought the in- 
tending strikers may induce others to join 
with them.

National Bank failed to open this mor niag. - 
A notice was posted on the door that the 
directors had decided to liquidate. Thestep 
was taken on account. of internal dissen- 
sions. It is said all depositors will be paid 
in full. Zeph T. Hill is in charge of the hank 
on behalf of the government. 

The ¢ondition of the bank has been weak 
for a long time because of disagreementts 

among the large stockholders, directors, and 


officers. 

The retirement from the directorate and 
the sale of the stock of several prominent 
and wealthy men has materially reduced the 
business of the bank and made it impossible 
to carry it on profitably. 

At the last 1 * made at the close of 
business March 6, the total deposits were 
$1,471,951; loans and discounts, $1,128,271; 
cash on hand, $232,265. The capital stock of 
the bank is $500,000: surplus fund, $150,000. 

The assets of the bank amount to 62.266. 
178, and it is — that but little trouble 

de e in realizing on them. 

The bank's deposits and reserve have de- 
clined very rapidly. Over #200,000 was 
withdrawn Monday and Tuesday of this 
week, and there being only $70,000 left the 
directors decided that the best thing to do 
was te close the bank. 

Among the bank's assets are notes for 
$500,000, set aside for the reduction of the 
capital stock from $1,000,000 to $500,000, 
which was recently made, 2 one-fifth in- 
terest in the Strong mine at C ipple Creek. 

The President of the bank is n R. Han- 
na. The directorate consisted of some of the 
leading business-men of Denver, including 
Fine P. Ernest, William and Moritz Barth, 
Mitchell Benedict, and George W. Ballan- 
tine. 

In consequence of the failure a run has 
been started on the National Bank of Com- 
merce. 

Racine, Wis., April 22.—The Hurlbut Man- 
ufacturing company made an assignment 
today. The failure is believed te be due to 
the recent fire in the company's factory. 

The run on the Bank of Commerce ended 
about noon. All demands were promptly 
met. At the other banks the deposits ex- 
ceeded the withdrawals. 

President John R. Hanna of the American 
National Bank in a published statement 
says: We have $650,000 excess of assets 
(exceeding our capital) over our Habilities. 
The stockholders also may be assessed $500,- 
000 more if necessary to pay the depositors. 
With this surplus I cannot see any loss to 
them. 

John R. Hanna, President, and Howard 
Evans, cashier of the American National 
Bank, were arrested late this afternoon on 
warrants from Justice Chapman’s court 
charging them with receiving deposits when 
the bank was known to be in a failing condi- 
tion. Both were released on bonds.

THe South Park Commissioners have be- 
gun a crusade against fast bicycle riding 
and five scorchers were arrested in the 
first onslaught. It must be an extremely un- 
pleasant task for the police to resort to se- 
vere measures in cases of this character, but 
there seems no other way of impressing on 
wheelmen the necessity for considering the 
general safety. Nearly all bicycle accidents, 
and many it them have been fatal, have been 
due to fast riding. This fact has been re- 
iterated again and again and the most ample 
warning has been issued that this practice 
of indiscriminate “ scorching "’ must cease 
absolutely. The temptation to violate this 
law is undoubtedly great, but the police can- 
not temporize with the transgressors when 
leniency may result in tragedies. If the bi- 
cycle riders will not appreciate the situation 
enough to observe this ordinary safety pre- 
caution then they must expect to be remind- 
ed rather rudely of their obligations even to 
the extent of 8 pt a night in a mare sta- 
tion. 


ONE YEAR OF SWIFT VS. HOPKINS. 

Yesterday Tue Trisunz printed the fol- 
lowing figures, giving the expenses of the 
Department of Public Works for the last 
twelve months under Mayor Swift and for 
the preceding twelve months under ex- 
Mayor Hopkins. Both sets of figures were 
compiled by the same Democratic book- 
keeper, who is in the city’s employ. “ Look 
on this picture and then on that:

“The population was fully 60,000 greater 
during 1895-06 than 189498, and the ex- 
penses for this last year should legitimately 
have been 4 or 5 per cent larger than the 
Hopkits, for necessary expenditures grow 
with the population and about at the same 
rate. And yet Mayor Swift spent 20 per 
cent less than his predecessor did with 5 
per cent greater population to serve. 

A study of the figures given above will 
show how he managed to do it. To begin 
with, he stopped the padding of the pay- 
rolis, and thereby cut down the expenditure 
of that department some $70,000 in a 
month. It will be noticed that the bulk of 
this great saving of almost $700,000 in a 
year was made during the first three and 
last four months of that municipal year. It 
cost $480,000 less to run the Public Works 
Department during January, February, 
and .March of this year than for the cor- 
responding months of 1895 under Hopkins. 

This great gain towards the close of the 
year was due to Mayor Swift being more 
firmly seated in the saddle. First, he had 
to get rid of the tongh gang of loafers and 
spongers that filled the offices when he canie 
into the Mayoralty. But there was re- 
trenchment from the ontset.. In May Swift 
spent $66,000 less than Hopkins did. He 
spent a little more in July, August, and 
September, but that was because in these 
months much work was necessary to be 
done. As the bad, inclement weather of 
winter came great numbers of men were 
laid off, as they could not work. It looks 
as if the men were carried right along under 
Hopkins, at the taxpayers’ cost, without 
rendering any consideration. This was nice 
for the taxeaters but bad for the taxpayers. 

The greatest saving made by Mayor Swift 
in any one month was in March. The Hop- 
kins administration expended during that 
month the year before $474,000 and the 
Swift adniinistration $158,000. The excess 
of $316,000 represented chiefly the purely 
partisan expenditures. The sums paid to 
men whose names were put on the pay-roll 
to stimulate them t6 work for the Demo- 
cratic ticket swelled enormously the city’s 
expenses, 

In October, 1804, the Hopkins adminis- 
tration spent $358,000 in the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. That was on account of the ap- 
proaching important fall election. Swift 
spent $87,000 less during last October, be- 
cause he was not running the city on a 
partisan basis and using its taxes to elect 
a partisan ticket. 

The local Democratie organ has made war 
on Mayor Swift since he was elected. It 
has never ceased belittling him, misstating 
his acts and misrepresenting his motives. 
It has calumniated him and thrown mud at 
him. It has asserted that he has not done 
a single thing for which he deserves praise. 

When confronted by these unimpeacha- 

ble figures, compiled by a Democrat, show- 
ing a saving in one year in one department 
of nearly $700,000 this intense partisan 
sheet could not be moved to admit that 
Swift deserved any credit. It questions 
the-accuracy of the figures and intimates 
that they have been cooked up to deceive 
the public.

It is likely, 
however, that if an inv tion were made 
and it were found that these organizations 
had decreased in numbers the cause of it 
would be ascertained to be, not the over- 
) weening desire of workingmen for the de- 
thronement of capital, but their desire to de- 
throne their leaders for playing the tyrant 
over them and using them, à la Debs, Gomp- 
ers, and Sovereign, to gratify personal am- 
bition or profit. 

Be this as it may, a police official who has 
watched the proceedings of these fellows 
aptly characterizes the business as “ same 
old crowd; same old ideas; same old com- 
plaints; same old plans.” The only differ- 
ence now is that they hope to gain reinforce- 
ments sufficient to inaugurate a more rad- 
ical policy than they have heretofore ad- 
vocated, whith ean only mean a violent on- 
slaught upon Capital, property, and law. It 
is further stated that the organizers of the 
advanced policy propose to make their head- 
quarters at Chicago because “the at- 
mosphere is more radical than in Philadel- 
phia or New York.” It is possible, how- 
ever, these malcontents are in error as to 
the radical nature of Chicago's atmospher- 
ical qualities. Some of their way of think- 
ing a few years ago found that the Chicago 
atmosphere was very radical, but not in the 
way they imagined; It was radical for the 
upholding of the rights of labor, the pro- 
tection of life, property, and society, and 
the enforcement of law. If these fellows 
come to Chicago, set up their propaganda, 
and attempt to carry out their policy of de- 
throning capital they will find that the at- 
mosphere of Chicago has lost none of the 
qualities which characterized it when their 
predecessors attempted the same job. 


THE CLOTHING CUTTERS STRIKE. 

The strike of the clothing cutters, which 
began nearly two months ago, has come to 
an end. The men for whom there is work, 
and there will be for most of them sooner or 
later, will get back their old places on the 
employers’ terms. 

The rules of the union prescribed a mini- 
mum wage scale and a maximum work 
scale. The manufacturers felt they could 
not submit to the latter, since it was lower 
than the scale in other competing cities, 
and was ruinous to their business. They 
insisted on the “ merit system and on the 
payment to good men who did the most 
work. of better wages than those paid men 
who did much less work. 

The cutters refused to give up their sys. 
tem, which fixed the wage scale at $18 a 
week and restricted the number of suits to 
be cut per day to fourteen, though good 
men could cut many more. So they struck 
and have lost about $72,000 in wages. 

After the cutters had been out a short 
time the tailors struck also. They did this 
partly to help the cutters and partly in the 
hope of getting higher wages, those re- 
ceived by the men and women working in 
the sweatshops being very low. . This was 


i the more serious strike of the two, for it in- 


volved about 30,000 persons, the majority 
of whom were hovering continually on the 
verge of destitution. 

The loss in wages due to this strike was 
about a hundred thousand dollars, but this 
was made good in part to the most destitute 
ones by public and private charity. Some 
persons were able to get higher wages, but 
they were the better class of tailors, who 
needed an increase the least. The sweat- 
shop workers are no better off than they 
were. 

The manufacturers lost very little. They 
were able to replace the striking cutters in 
a short time with men who were not always 
as good workmen, but who were willing to 
be paid according to what they did. The 
old men, when they go back to work, will 
do so on the same terms. None of them 
will get lower wages than they did before 
they went out; some will get more. The 
average amount of work done will be in- 
creased, however, for the hands of the 
more competent workmen will not be tied 
by a rule which limits their ir daily output. 


MONEY ABUNDANCE AND SCARCITY. 

The reported quotation of 114 for British 
consols, and the lending of money in Lon- 
don at K of 1 per cent per annum, show 
unmistakably that there is a great plethora 
of surplus money in Great Britain, being 
gold or its equivalent. Itissodifficultto find 
employment for this capital except in vent- 
ures which are really hazardous that the 
holders are willing to accept for its use 
rates of interest which are so low that they 
hardly would constitute a lending induce- 
ment in this country. A similar relative 
abundance of money is reported to exist in 
some other parts of Europe, such as Ger- 
many, France, Holland, and Belgium. Op- 
portunities for safe investment are scarce in 
proportion to the amount of surplus capital 
available for loans, and the owners of it 
have to be content with a very small . 
est for the use of it by others. 

It is unquestionably true that a . 
proportion of this money would be offered 
for use and investment in the United States 
at quite low interest but for lack of con#- 
dence in the kind of repayment. If the hold- 
ers had no fear of losing it or a considerable 
part of it—of being repaid, principal and in- 
terest, in 16 to 1 silver—they- would buy our 
bonds and other securities in big volume 
and offer to lend on mortgage at low inter- 
est and long time in such abundance as to 
make borrowing profitable to any man do- 
ing a safe business in this country who had 
property to pledge iu the transaction. But 
lenders on mortgage want fair security 
and a pledge of repayment in as good money

WEW YORK\AND BROOKLYN'S BANS PUB- 
LISHED 


„Greater New York is an accomplished 
fact. In spite of the protests of the unwill- 
ing maiden the nuptials of Father Knicker- 
bocker arid Miss Brooklyn have been legal- 
ized, if not yet duly solemnized. The nec- 
essary ceremonies will follow in due time, 
and from this marriage there will never be 
any divorce. 

Both Houses of the New York Legislature 
have passed the Greater New Tork bill 
over the vetoes of the Mayors of New York 
City and Brooklyn. The case is closed. 
The bride-elect may as well put a good face 
on the matter, wipe away her tears, and do 
her best not to appear at the wedding with 
a red nose. Per) 

Greater New York will cover a territory 
about twice the area of Chicago. It will 
begin business with a population, in round 
numbers, about a million greater than that 
of its Western rival, the fear of whose su- 
premacy was the moving cause of the great 
consolidation. For twenty or twenty-five 
years it will be safe from Chicago's pass- 
ing competition, and then, unless it can 
annex another large slice of the syrround- 
ing country, it will bave to yield to manifest 
destiny and be content with the second 
position in the list of American cities to 
which inexorable fate has surely allotted it. 
For the present, however, Greater New 
York will rank as the second city in the 
world, London alone exceeding it, and Paris 
being third. Every citizen of America can 
congratulate the consolidated city on this 
distinction. The sons of Chicago will join 
in the congratulations that Yorklyn 
of this new country is jhe greatest 
city’ on earth, except one, in com- 
merce, wealth, and population, and all that 
goes to make a city metropolitan. But 
the name of “ Greater New York” is too 
cumbersome for daily use. Something 
shorter, easier to say, and yet suggestive of 
the union of the two principal municipali- 
ties composing the new city should be se- 
lected. New York is not “new” any 
longer. It is centuries old, Let the 
“New” be dropped. Brooklyn, once a 
thriving young town of brooks and linns—- 
or elm shade trees—has outgrown its 

ooks, but still retains its linns. Let the 
new metropolis, therefore, bear the namie of 
Yorklyn. The people simply will not call 
it Greater New York. They will call it 
New York, or Manhattan, or Gotham, thus 
wiping out even the memory of Brooklyn. 
They should give it a name combining the 
two, and what more handsome than 
Yorklyn? | 

As to the political aspects of the union, 
one of Brooklyn’s objections to the scheme 
of consolidation has been that Tammany 
will dominate the politics of the aggregated 
cities, as it has dominated, defiled, and de- 
apoiled New York. There were voters in 
Englewood, Hyde Park, Lake View, Jef- 
ferson, and Cicero who urged a similar ob- 
jection against annexation to Chicago. 
They feared that the Chicago Tammany 
would swallow them up and despoil them. 
The result did not justify their fears. ‘They 
overthrew the Chicago Tammany. They 
brought 12,000 Republican majority with 
them when they came in and made this a 
Republican city. So may the City of 
Churches purify the politics of “ Greater 
New York,” and the Tammany, chieftains, 
instea@ of having a largér field in which 
to operate, boodle, blackmail, and rob, will 
be swamped. In this faith we bid Brooklyn 
be of good cheer, congratulate New York on 
the fulfillment of its long-delayed hope, 
and extend the hand of union and fellow- 
ship to—Yorklyn.

YESTERDAY the Chicago Blaine club, which 
was organized in 1884, and worked so hard 
that year for the man of its choice, held a 
meeting, at which it selected Speaker Reed 
as its candidate for the Presidency. The 
resolutions in which they set forth the rea- 
sons for their action are printed In full else- 
where. It appears from those resolutions 
that the club wants a man who is “ some- 
thing more than an advocate of protection,“ 
for every Republican is a protectionist. The 
club wants a man who is also unéquivocally 
in favor of Blaine reciprocity, a firm foreign 
policy, and a stable, sound currency. The 
resolutions declare that Speaker Reed is 
such a man.

If they all respond to the call they will form 
a mighty host.

The price of fancy creamery butter de- 
clined another haif cent yesterday, bringing 
it down to the lowest point at this season 
known in years: Car lot quantities scid at 
13% cents a pound. 

There were few really good, sweet straw- 
berries in the markets. It is expected the 
second picking in Louisiana toward the close 
of the week will bring out some fine berries. 

The best craberries cost $9 a barrel whole- 
sale, and retail at 15 to 18 cents a quart. 

Fresh eggs can be bought at the grocery 
at 11 cents to 12 cents a dozen. The best 
stock sold in South Water street yesterday in 
wholesale quantities at 10 cents a dozen and 
some of the grocers were retailing them at 
10% cents. 

A few cherries are coming in from Cali- 
fornia, but they are not as good as they will 
be in a few weeks. Ten pound boxes sell at 
the big groceries at $3.50 and $4, 

Tomatoes are still scare 
They cost the grocer $4.50 
basket crates. Cucumbers are 
fancy Louisiana stock sell at $1 a dozen. 
Spinach is abundant and the South Water 
street price is 60 cents for bushel boxes.

It Is Expected te Draw. Ten Coaches 
Seventy-five Miles an Hour. 

When the through train over the Nickel- 
Plate left for New York at 1:30 p. m. yes- 
terday it was drawn by a new engine de- 
signed by the engineers of the road and made 
in the shops at Stony Island. 

The engine is of the four driving-wheel 
variety, and is the pride of the Nickel- 
Plate.

MURDER TRIAL. 


on Nov. 19, 1805, passed through an ordeal 
yesterday in Judge Freeman’s court which 
his couysel, R. M. Wing, ‘ted in vam to 
avert. 

Mrs. 72 slia Olson, the A and Mrs. 
Nellie Halversen, the sister ot the mur- 
dered woman, told the court what they 
knew of the crime, and their words, broken 
with sobs, seemed to fasten the killing 
upon the man accused. 

Mr. Wing protested against the witnesses 
being allowed to make such a demonstra- 
tion of their grief on the ground it was cal- 
culated tq prejudice the jury. But the Judge 
was inexorable, and the witnesses told their 
stories as they chose. 

It was the first day of the actual trial of 
O’Brien for murder, and it was commonly 
said to be disastrous to the defense that the 
jury should be influenced at the outset in 
favo’ of the State. It had been rumored 
during the examination of the veniremen 
that efforts were being made by friends of 
O’Brien to pack the jury. The result was 
that special pains had ben taken in the 
selection of the jury. 

Apart from the affecting scene and the 
protest it called forth there was little to 
mark the day as of special importance in 
the trial. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Pearson in his 
opening address told in a graphic way the 
relations of the murdered woman and 
O’Brien and the circumstances which, he 
said, led up to the crime.

She 
gave her testimony without hesitation or 
contradiction and preserved her composure 
under the sharp cross-examination of Mr. 
Wing. 

Mrs. Halversen described the location of 
the various rooms in her apartments on 
West Madison street where the tragedy oc- 
curred. She said O'Brien came to her rooms 
about 4 o’clock. His wife had been there 
for several hours. Mrs, Halversen and Mrs. 
O’Brien met O’Brien in the little hallway 
leading to the flat. The witness said she 
stood apart from O’Brien and his wife. He 
used profanity and seemed to be angry.

Dr. Louis J. Mitchell, who described the 
wounds; Mrs, Gireaux, who told of the move- 
ments of O’Brien the afternoon of the 
murder; Thomas Richardson and James 
Rushford, telegraph messengers; and 
Waldron, in charge of the office at Ashiand 
‘boulevard and Madison street, who told of 
O'Brien's sending — to his wife the 
day of ‘the murder, and identified the 
prisoner; Mrs. Wheeler, who testified to 
having heard the cries of murder and 
“help” after the shooting; and Policeman 
Kinney, who told of picking up the revolver 
with which the shooting was done, after it 
had been thrown out of the window. 

Court adjourned to this morning.
